He Had Been Returned to Jail Re- 
cently—Was Accused of At- 
tacking Woman.

MUSKOGEE, Ok., Nov. 3.—Dallas 
Sowell, accused of attacking a wom- 
an recently and returned to the Mc- 
Intosh County jail after a break for 
liberty across Oklahoma into Texas, 
was lynched by a band of 11 masked 
men at Eufaula, the county seat of 
McIntosh. County, at 2 o’clock this 
morning, according to word received 
here. 

The band appeared suddenly at 
the jail, overpowered two deputies, 
took their keys and made away with 
their prisoner. Telephone wires 
leading from the jail had, been cut. 

Following in the direction taken 
by the band, officers found Sow- 
ell’s body hanging in a barn on the 
outskirts of town. The lynchers had 
dispersed. 

Sowell, described variously as a 
Mexican and a half-breed negro, is 
alleged to have attacked a woman 
six weeks go at her farm home in 
McIntosh County. He was arrested 
and removed to Muskogee for safe- 
keeping. 

Three weeks ago, upon being fre- 
turned to Eufaula for his prelimi- 
nary hearing Sowell escaped from 
Sheriff Moore and fled into the Ca- 
nadian River bottoms. During his 
flight he took motor cars at Okemah 
and Hobart, finally being caught in 
the Texas Panhandle,

products that can be conserved 
for the winter. fF or: instance, the 
very finest plums for jam, the small 
blue damsons, are the last to come 
to market, and they are so firm 
that they may be kept for a week 
or more, for a day when it is con- 
venient to do them up. 


The plums must be carefully 
washed, then put into the kettle 
with five pounds of eugar to wu six- 
pound basket of the plums, with a 
half cupful of water to keep tnem 
from catcning to the bottom of the 
kettle. Allow these ingredients to 
melt together before starting them 
to cook, then cook them down un- 
til a tittle of the juice jells on a 
cold plate. Then put them into 
nots and cover them down when 
they are cold. These plums are 
Gasy to preserve and are fine in 
flavor. If they are wanted to serve 
when coké with meat, it is easy to 
tlip out the seeds of the quantity 
needed. ‘ 


Then there are quinces. The 
largest and finest of these are late 
in making their appearance. Meny 
women have trouble in making 
good quirce preserves, but it is 
easy enugh if you proceed in the 
following way: 


Wash and wipe the perfect fruit, 
then with a stainless steel knife cut 
it in quarters. Peel the fruit, then 
cut out the cores deeply to get all 
of and hard pith or pebbly part. 
Throw the quarters. into just 
enough cold water to cover them. 
Take all the parings and cores: vut 
them into a saucepan and cover 
them with cold water. Bring tlh«m 
slowly to the boiling point, ade to

is soft, strain the mags care/fully 
through a piece of damp cheece- 
cloth and a fine strainer.

N the last half of the eighteenth
